medicine, 
doctors said, bad placed Koiissow' in 
the medical center with the official 
capacity, “ technician.”

frequently of his 
noble family, dropped a letter in the, 
hospital as he dashed In search of 
his victims. 
“ I am going to kill Dr. R owe and 
two or three others,” he said.

A little baby is help less and must 
be cared for entirely. 
Just as fast 
as the child carea for itself, the 
wise p arent will omit such atten­ 
tions as were necessary because of 
its help lessness; not to do so will

father and m other. 
On the other hand there ii a cor­ 
resp onding change of ap p roach nec­ 
essary for the m ental life of the 
child. Too often a p arent talk a to a 
boy of sixteen as ho did when he 
was six and wh« n that is done 
there ii a resentm ent tha t too often 
is thought of as stubbornneilB. 
Reason is not much in evidence 
in a very smalt child but this fac­ 
ulty grows with the years and the 
wise p arent will study how to ap ­ 
p eal to reason as this crowning 
faculty develop s. 
No longer are 
commands in p lace but thoughtful 
statem ents 
that 
arouse 
the 
p ro­ 
cesses of sane 
reasoning in the 
child, now growing or grown. 
To 
do this is much harder than to 
command as was the p rogram for 
the tiny child.—D. Carl Yoder.

The Bo sto n P^v eniiiK Transcript recalls 
the battle o f the ^^auges wlien la ih o ad 
engineers were 
in sharp 
disagreement. 
So me co ntended

gauge, 
o thers fo r a wide gauge. 
The widlli be­ 
tween rails o n separate lines Mas differ­ 
ent. 
In the United Slates standard gauge 
Av a« ado pted nearly fo rty-fiv e years ago . 
It added greatly to the efficiency o f the 
railro ads. 
It is interesting to no te. The Transciipt 
says, that 'Hhe stale railways o f Manclio u- 
kuo hav e .just begun to standardize the 
gauge o f the line running fio m Hsinking 
to Harbin. 
This line has had a track 
gauge o f fiv e feet, while the So uth M an­ 
churia railM^ay, with which it made co n­ 
nectio ns, had the standard gauge o f Eu­ 
ro pe and 
America. 
This 
diffti*ence o f 
gauges led to the same inco nv eniences as 
tho se which sprang up in England a cen­ 
tury ago . 
As the difference in the gauges 
was o nly three and a half inches the new 
rails fo r the stan dard gauge co uld no L be 
laid inside the o ld and o ne side o f the 
track fo r a distance o f so me 250 miles 
had to be ripped up and the spikes pulled 
befo re the gauge co uld be altered.”

tween wheels 
o f v ehicles 
fro m

days, perhaps fro m the days o f tho se As­
